COMNISSIONER TAYLOR: We are ready to start with the presenta- 

tion of affidavits, Dr. Merkel. 
affidavit 

DR. MERKEL: Gestapo Document No. 22 is MEBIHKSAL civen by 
Hugo Goppelt, and this affidavit concerns itself with the personnel set-up, 
the aims, the tasks and the activities of the border police and of the 
voluntary membership of border police officials, knowledge of officials 
of the border police of the crimes with which the Gestapo has been charged. 
Goppelt was to have been interrogated by the Commission but because of the 
lack of tire he was not interrorated, 

MR, MONNERAY: No coment. 

COMMISSIONER TAYIOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo No. 
22 for identification. 

DR. MERKEL: Gestapo Document No. 88 is an affidavit given by 
Wilhelm Bonatz. This affidavit coneerns itself with the following: The 
sims of the Gestapo were not evident. Strict secrecy of keeping of all 
measures was a conseguence of the regulations concerning these secret 
matters which also applied to the work of the RSHA, and the offices subordi- 


nate to it. Further,knowledge of the individual members of the Gestap o 


of the activities of the individual divisions or sections. TJ shall only 
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present an excerpt from this affidavit in evidence as it is not necessary 
to present the entire affidavit. 

MR.“ MONNERAY: Could you tell us what group or what section of 
the RSHA he was in? 

DR. MERKEL:2 In AMT II of the 

MR. MONNERAY: No comments. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo No. 23 
for identification. 

R. MERKEL: Gestapo /ffidavit No. 24 was given by Brimo Grothe. 
It contains two examples of the secrecy measures taken by the State police. 
First, the treatment of two officers of the British Intelligence Service 
and secondly the transportation to Denmark of about 3,000 Danish inmates 
who were in German camps. It also tells about the keeping of the strictest 
secrecy of these two measures. 

MR, MONNERAY: No comment, 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo No. 24 
for identification. 

DR, MERKEL: The next Gestapo Affidavit No. 25 was given by 
Reinhard Wolff and it concerns the position taken in Document 1063 D PS 
(USA 219), the transfer of 35,000 inmates of concentration camps who were 
able to work and the transfer of which was asked in Docment USA 219 was 
not carried out by the individual Gestapo officers for the sramawk armament 
industries that were located there. 


MR. MONNERAY: What do you want to show? 
with 
DR, MERKEL: 'I want to prove kksk this dociment that although a 
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deportation, or a transfer of 35,000 people who were able to work, into 
concentration camps was asked this was not cerried out by a number or 
series of Gestapo officers and if such transfers were carried out by 
individual officers it is still no proof that these deportations were 
cerried out generally by the Cestapo. 

MR, MONNERAY: No coment. 

CONMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Cestapo No. 

25 for identification. 

DR, MERKEL: The next document Gestapo No. 26 is an affidavit 
given by Kurt Geissler. It speaks of the international collaboration of 
the Gestapo with the political police orgenizations of other comtries in 
repudiation of the claim that the Gestapo is a criminal organization. 

COMDR, HARRIS: No objection. 

COM ISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo No. 26 
for identification. 

DR. MERKEL: Gestapo No. 27 is an affidavit given by Dr. Rudolf 
Mildner and concerns Docwment 674 PS. It speaks of the public execution 
of members of sabotage groups in Katowitz and says that this execution was 
a personal order of Himler and not an order given by the Gestapo and that 
the local menaser of the Gestapo offices objected to the execution of this 
order, 


COMDR, HARRIS: I object to this document on the grounds that 


Mildner appeared Irafura as a witness at a time when this document was in 


evidence and there could just as well have heen a guestion about it at that 
time, 
DR, MERKEL: As far as I know he was not interrogated by the 


Commission and therefore this document can be admitted, 
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COMPR. HARRIS: Before the Tribunal. 
DR. MERKEL: But ata time when we did not yet know what was 
meant by a criminal organization and I believe for this reason that such 


in the form 1 
an affidavit can now be presented. At that time evidence/as has been given 


since was not possible. 
COMDR. HARRIS: This document wes in evidence at the time Xyfkxur 
Mildner was called as a witness by the Tribunal. 

DR. MERKEL: I ma no chance to comment on this matter at that 
time because I had not been given any details concerning the charze and 
the indictments. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked CGestapo No. 27 
and the objection of the counsel be noted that the witness had appeared 


before the Tribunal on the matter submitted to the Comission. 


DR. MERKEL: The next affidavit, Gestapo No, 28, is also given 


by Dr. Rudolf Miliner and cConcerns the affidavit given by Rudolf Hess on 


the 15 April 1946. Yess mentioned that special prisoners from the local 
Gestapo offices were sent to PE PA and that the SS physicians killed 
such prisoners by gixem giving them gasoline injections. Medical inspections 
were supposed to be carried through on.female inmates. Irildneor was supposed 
to have been, in his capacity as Chief of the Gestapo in Katowitz, the 
Chief of the Political Department in Auschwitz and this concerns Dr. Vildner's 
position towards this testimony, 

CONDR, HARRIS: Same objection and also further objected to on the 
groumds that it is irrelevant since it seems to be mainly a personal 
defense of Nildner and not really designed to answer a court accusation 


against the Gestapo. 
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DR, MERKEL: Hess' testimony was given after Mildner's testimony 
and I am not guite sure me Mildner was heard before the Tribmal at 
all. As far as I know only affidavits of Mildner were presented, 

COMDR, HARRIS: I believe that the cownsel is correct. Now I 
think that only interrogatories and cross-interrogatories were presented 
of Mildner before the Tribunal. 

DR, MERKEL: TI do not know for sure, but I believe that was how 
it was, 


COMDR, HARRIS: That being the case I feel compelled to withdraw 


my objection to Docwment No. 27. I cara the objection to Document No. 28 


as to whether it is irrelevant upon the groumd stated. 

DR. MERKEL: TI should like to read one sentence of Hess! testi- 
mony in order to be guite clear. He mentioned that from time to time 
special prisoners arrived from the local Gestapo office and Nildner says 
that these special prisoners were not handled by the Cestapo offices. 
Hess further mentions that Mildner was hend of the Political Department 
in Auschwitz that carried on third doiien interrogations, Viliner also 
answers this and says that he never was head of the Political Department 
for the simple reason these political departments had nothing whatsoever 
to do with the Gestapo offices. Therefore this does not concern Irildner 
personally but the Cestapo from an organization point of view. For example, 
as to whether any offices of the Gestapo were located in concentration 
camps at all. For this reason I believe that Docwnent 28 should be accopted. 
In this case too I am not going to present the whole affidavit but only 
the pages marked. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the record show that the objection of 


the prosecution to Affidavit 27 was withdraw and the next affidavit 
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will be designated Gestapo No. 28 and that the ohjection of the prosecu- 
tion against this document, as stated, be noted in the record. 

DR, MERKEL: The next docment is Gestapo No. 29 and was given 
by Fritz Selberg. It speaks of the commandering of officials to the 
Gestapo Office of Duessddorf in 1933 and it speaks of the reason why the 
Cestapo officials assumed an opposing attitule and treats also of the 
possibility of retiring from the GCestapo. Here too I shall not submit 
the entire document but only the pazes marked. 

COMDR, HARRIS: No objection, 

CONMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo No. ZE 
29 for identification. 

DR. MERKEL: The next docment Gestapo No. 30 was given by 
Josef Losse. It speaks of the construction and composition of the Gestapo 
in Bielefeld from its founding mtil 1938, Further, of the SS membership 
of the officials, also of the construction and composition of the Gestapo 
in Bruenn in February 1944, of the voluntariness of the membership and of 
the keeping of secrecy regulations by the security police. Here too only 
the pares marked will be presented in evidence. 

COMDR, HARRIS: No objection, 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the be marked Gestapo No. 30 for 
identification. 

DR. MERKEL: The next document, Gestapo Affidavit No. Ui was 
given by Gustav Gottwald, It speaks of the composition of the entire 
personnel of the Gestapo at the end of 1944, also of the activity of the 
administrative and executive officials and of the coming into being of the 


Gestapo in 1933-34, 
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COMDR, HARRIS: No objection, 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Cestapo No. 31 
for identification. 

DR, MERKEL: The next dociment, Gestapo Affidavit No. 32, was 
given by Georg Schraepel, supplements the affidavit of the 27th of June 
1946. The statements concerning the personnel composition of the Gestapo 
relate also to the time from 1941 to 1944, 

COMDR, HARRIS: No objection. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo No. 32 
for identification. 

DR. MERKEL: The next document, Gestapo No. 33, is an affidavit 
ziven by Hans Pieper and concerns the personel set-up of AMT IV of the RSHA 
in 1944-1945. The officials of the former political department composed 
the basis for the Gestapo. It mentions MPa ang AA Pe of the administra- 
tive officials in the R1SHA concerning criminal activities of the Gestapo. 

It also says that the Jewish Division Bichmann was a special office. 

COMDR, HARRIS: It seems to me this is entirely cwmulative. It 
is entirely argument. We have a groat deal of evidence introduced by the 
defense on that subject and I object to it on that ground. 

DR. MERKEL: Up to now no evidence has been submitted concerning 
the personnel setwup of AMT IV of the RSHA. The same applies to the knowledge 
of administrative officials in RSHA concerning the criminal activities of 
the Gestapo. The evidence that has been submitted 1? to now was only given 
by individual smaller or larger officers. TI can ee BN the evidence 


ngeded by bringing or presenting as much evidence as possible of the HK 


/ 


/ 
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individual officers. Perhaps decision concerning Document No. 33 can 
be postponed until we have spoken of Document No. 35, for the reason that 
Document No. 35 is made up of the testimony of a nmber of officials of 
the RSHA and I am more interested in having Document No. 35 accepted than 
Document No. 33. 

CONMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is it the prosecution's contention that the 
witness has been heard before on the same subject discussed in the exhibit? 

COMDR, HARRIS: Yes, it is. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: It is ny understanding that these affidavits 
are merely for the purpose of defense. The Affidavits are nearly all 
cimulative but permission S granted for the defense to submit a reasonable 
number of affidavits which would be cmulative and for that reason I am of 
the opinion that the objection should be overruled as to the offering but 
withholding any ruling. Let the affidavit bo marked Gestapo No. 33 for 
identification,. 

COMDR, HARRIS: JI em only suggesting that where a very long 
affidavit such as this one is offered by counsel for the defense, with 
the shortness of time and the lack of sufficient translators, that it would 
not be possible perhaps to have all of them translated and that comsel in 
view of such a suggestion might kkgkk like to withdraw the affidavit, 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR:3 A summary of the affidavit has been dictated 
into the record and as far as translation is concerned it is doubtful 


whether very many of the affidavits will be translated and for that reason 


the summary should be dictated into the record for the benefit of the 


defense. 
DR. MERKEL: The next affidavit, Gestapo No. 34, was given by 


Friedrich Janne. It depicts the type of transfer of the officials from 
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the general police administration to the state police, that is concerning 
the not voluntary character of the transfer. It also speaks of the 
complementing of personnel of the Cestapo from SS ranks. It further 
mentions the tasks, aims and activities of ANT TV of the RSHA from 1939 
to 1944 and also says that the Gestapo officials had no knowledge of any 
criminal activities. 

COMDR, HARRIS: No objection. 

CONMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo No. 34 
for identification. If there should be any special parts of the affidavits 
you want translated, the guestion may be submitted to the Translation Section, 

DR. MERKEL: The next document is Gestapo No. 35, a very long 
affidavit. This affidavit was given by all the members of the Camp 
who were members of the ANT IV RSHA. Docwment 35 concerns the tasks, aims 
and activities of Departments II and JII of the Gestapo office in Berlin 
from 1933 to 1939. It also Speaks of the tasks, aims and activities of 
Department IV of the RSHA from 1939 to 1945, It further mentions maintaining 
of secrecy in the RSHA. It speaks of consultations, conferences and men- 
tions that the members of the RSA had no knowledge of the crimes with 
which the Gestapo has been chargad, 

COMDR, HARRIS: I object to this affidavit, It does not appear 
to have been sworn to by the persons named other than Wolff and Foerster. 
It covers a period of time and a variety of subjects which could not 
possibly be within the knowledge of each of the purported sSignatures. 

It would seem to me that this document, which really is a joint statement 
of several persons, should be submitted with those applications which 


were received from inmates of internment camps and processed with those 


statements rather than submitted as one of' the affidavits to be con 


sidered by the commission. 
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DR. MERKEL: As far as the first objection of the prosecutor is 
concerned, that the affidavit has only been sworn to by Wolff and Poerster, 
that is undoubtedly true as far as the affidavit of the 8th July is concerned, 
But the affidavit of the 22nd of May 1946 has been sigsned hy the inmates 
of the camp and also the members of the Camp RSHA. Foerster testified 
that they called the attention of the person concerned to the fact that 
this affidavit was going to be presented before the Tribunal in Nurnberg 
and that any incorrect statements would be punished. Aside from this I 
believe that no formal objection can be made to the affidavit of wolff and 
Foerster. As concerns the objection or the suggestion that this be pre- 
sented with the collection of applications, I was of the Opinion that this 
only applied to short applications for which no special or other reasons 
could be fomd. Moreover this sffidavit is an affidavit which has been 
given by all the members of the RSHAM of a camp and thus is a group testimony, 
that is a joint declaration by a number of people. In my opinion this is 
no different than if the 40 or 50 persons concerned had each given an affi. 
davit of their own and each one signed this affidavit individuallys and 
considering the fact that individual knowledge or no knowledge is of no 
importance but rather the knowledge of a group or oryranization, I consider 
this document very important and relevant. TJ would agres to have Document 
No. 33 withdraw and Document IIo. 35 inserted in its place if the cormission 
1s of the opinion that the sinan or affidavit is too long. 

COXMISSIONER TAYLOR: As to form and verification of the numerous 
signatures, it does not follow the procedure set up by the Commission but 


for the purpose of receiving of affidavits on behalf of the defense TI think 


the affidavit should be accepted by the Cormissioner and submitted to ths / 


Commission for further consideration as to the value of the purpose for 
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which it is offered. Therefore, let the affidavit be marked Gestapo 


No. 35. 
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MR TAYLOR: Any objection by the Prosecution. 

LI. HARRI5: I would like the record to further show the reasons 
why I so strongly objected to this group-type of testimony. This document 
covers a period of time from 1:33 to 1945, yet, it is signed by among others 
aman whowas in the Gestopo onlyfrom January 1938 uhtil November 19393 by 
another man who was in the Gestapo only from 1935 to 1939, and the various 
signers hold a great variety of positions, so that if counsel represented 
that these persons were prompted to testity,and had testified to all of the 
matters cortained in the affidavit, they could not possibly have been in 
a position to have knowledge and could not possibly had been gualified, 

DR. MERKEL: The affisavit is to be interpreted, of course, and 
it is evident that the various people concerned can only testify,and are 
only willing to testify during the time they were employed by the RSHA. 
Added to this is the fact that most of them make the gorresponding restric- 
tions on giving their individual testimony,and the one unifying fact, or 
the only fact being presented here is that the entire personnel of the 
yarious offices of the RSHA knew nothing of the conditions in the con- 
centration camps,and of the mass liguidations of the Jews. That in my 


opinion the evidence which I must or should here now wish to submit 


in 
for the purpose of preving that even ftbs very top organizations of the 


Gestapo nothing was knom ofthe atrocities and the terrible crimes com- 
mitted. 

IR. TAYLOR: Very well, let the comments and objection of 
the prosecution be noted and responses thereto, listed for the purpose of 


the affidavit which is received. 
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DR MERKEL: The next document is affidavit Gestapo 36,given 
by Walter Huppenkothen, concerning the transfer of parts of the office for 
the intellisence in sa La ey the Security Police in the spring 1944. 
It treats further with the voluntary character of these measures,and the 
numbers of persons concerned by this measure. It also speaks of the trans- 
fer of the foreign censorship office of ADP, and the foreign censorship 
telegraph office of the ATP in mhich the Security Police was in the year 
of 19. 

LT, HARRIS: No objection. 

MR TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo 36 for identifi- 


cation, 


DR. MERKEL:  Gestapo ks 37 is affidavit by Oskar Wendzio. 


It speaks of the criminal traini g school in Berlin in which also officials 
p 


of the G,stapo were trained,and says that tortures, maltreatment, and s0 on were 


not taught in any way whatsoever. It also says that visits were made 
by the participants in these courses to the concentration camp Sachsen- 
hausen,and when on occasion of these visits they received no knowledge of 
any irregularities within the concentration Camp. 

LT. HARHIS: No objection, 


MR. TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo 37 for identifi- 


DR. NEKEL: The next one Gestapo 38 is affidavit in support of 
testimony of witness Dr. Best. This speaks of lecture that Dr Best had made to 


the officials of the Gestapo police who were members of the Einsatz-Norway, 
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containing directives concerning theirduties,and they were to assume a decent 
behavior towards the population. 

LT. HARRIS: This is a declaration in view of both methods, and I 
will just make the objection that, that is not an affidavit, however, that 
technical failure may not be of sufficient importance to the Commissioner to 
reguire the document to be stricken,and I wuld not really advance it, usre 
it not for thgfurther fact that the affidavit seems wholly irrelevant to me. 
The fact that some official, or some fuehrer may have given a talk to some 
police officials ,and told them to treat the people of Norway not as enemies, 
does not seem to me to be anywhere relevant to the issues, or supposed to 
prove that members of the Gestapo did not perrit crimes in Norway. I think 
it has no probative value at all. 

DR. MERKEL: I consider this document relevant testimony because it 
depends on whether crimes comnitted by the Gestapo members in Norway can 
be stressed back to a unifying leadership, a unified purpose, or unified 
comend « If members of the Action Norway were told Kate rahai that they 
were to believe and act decertly,I an of the opinion that the claim that 
crimes were committed generally is opposed, as it is a fact. 

LT, HARRIS: 'Firthermore, there is nothing to show in this docu- 
mentment when this speech vas made by Dr. Best,and he severed his relation- 
ship with the police about 1940, according to my recordation, and thereafter 
was a plenipotentiary and thus would have been speaking on his own behalf 


if the speech were delivered about that time. 


DR. IMAKEL: Iaimit that this document gives rise to a doubt, 


but I might be able to clarify by pointing out the following: Undersigned, 


it says that he was in Norvway from ifoy 1940 to 1943, and at the end of the 
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of the third sentence it said,"Before we left Norway Dr Best who was 
Brigardefuehrer at that time spoke to us " Considering the fact that the 
witness was a member of the RSHA until 19/l,there is no doubt that the 
witness rade his speech in his capacity as member of the RSHA. 

IR. TAYLOR: Let the objection of the Prosecutor be noted as to 
the Gestapo Affidavit No. 38. 

LT. HARRIS: Yes. 


MR TAYLOR: 'The affidavit will be marked Gestapo No. 38 for identifi- 


ERKEL: The next document is Gestapo Affidavit No. 39 given 
by Walter Huppenkothen, stating that there was intelligence service of his 
om as such wthin the Gestapo which existed only in offic jal stages until 
1942. He said that there was a strict keeping of secrecy of regulations, 
in conseguence of which no knowledge cf the activities of the individual 
divisions culd be gleaned. Mueller as chief oi ofiice had always seemed 
having this keeping of the se€recy of regulations strictly observed. He 
further says that there was a civision, a local division. He speaks of the 
consultant conferences,and contends that there was no change within in its 
members, vhere he always speaks of special position of Eichman Jewish Di- 
vision. 


LT, HARRIS: No objection. 


MR. TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo 39 for identifi- 


cation, 


The next document is CGestapo 40, which is an affidavit 
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by Guenter Fentz, concerning the order of evacuation of Jews from Hessen 
in the year of 19h4,awi says that this order was issued by the Chief of 
the Security.Police, and the SD. and not by Amt IV of the RSHA. The 
Peasons given for the execution of this neasure was termed to be in the 
destruetion of Jews,but later employment in the East. 

LT HARRIS: No objection. 


MR. TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Gestapo 40 for identifi- 


DR MERKIL: The next document is affidavit of Rudolph Diels. Ru- 
dolph Diels was Chief of the Gestapo from 1933 to 1934. Diels said that the 
Gestapo was not founded in 1933,and that the activities of the political de- 
partment of the Police President Office vere continued as before under a 
new regime. He further says that measures were taken against the lawlessness 
of the 8A,and steps were taken to dissolve the unauthorized SA and SS concen- 
traticn camps by the Gestapo. Further speaks of the treatment of the 
political inmates by the Gestapo, and the cases of maltreatments. Diels said 
that the G,stapo in 1933 and 1934,while he was head of it, did not carry out 
any political confiscation,and did not take part in any conspiracy. The 
afficavit further takes the position towards the person of Dr. Gazonius. 

T HARRIS: I feel that with respect to this affisavit of 


Diels, it would only be proper if there were submit ted a cornection therewith, 


the affidavit which Diels gave to the prosectiion several months ago on 


this subject of the early history of the Gestapo, in view of that I certainly 
have no objection to this affidavit,but I ask the permission of the Commis- 


sioners and the deferse counsel to present to the Commission as part of these 
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proceedings Diels previous afiidavit, in order that the Commission may be in 
a position to fairly appraise his complete testimony. 

DR. MERKEL: In pricniple I fully agree with the Prosecutor,but 
I should like you to kee» the thought in mind the affidavit given by Diels 


on 31 October 1945, towhicd the Prosecutor evidently refers concerning 


this in the first instance that the Gestapo after 194, ,and, in this con- 


nection Jwant to have Diels give me a further short affidavit to set up 


the fact which up to now has not been finished. For this reason it might 
be more advisable to accept the document 2/60-PS together with this second 
affidavit. Of course, I have no objection if it is submitted today, to- 
gether with this affidavit,but I have no copy ofit on hand. 

LT, HARRIS: I will arrange to get a copy of it here by—bhe-new 
data,and I shall read it into the record at this hearing, the portions I 
think are importart.
